Nazis Threaten Belgrade |

A German offensive threat to 
the Donets industrial basis gained 
momentum today but both the Red 
army and the Royal Air Force 
struck back at the Axis military 
machine and resistance mounted in 
Nazi-occupied areas of Europe. 

The extent and importance of sa- 
botage, guerilla warfare and resist- 
ance in the Balkans and other 
countries still was difficult to mea- 
sure but reports reaching Istanbul 
and London indicated an increas- 
ingly serious situation in Rumania 
and Bulgaria, as well as Serbia. 

A threat by the Germ4ns to bomb 
the former Jugoslav capital of Bal- 
grade—wrecked by high explosives 
in the first blitz attack—was re- 
ported by the British exchange tel- 
egraph news agency as a result of 
spreading resistance, while dis- 
patches from Istanbul said that the 
heavy losses in the invasion of Rus- 
sia and the threat of great suf- 
fering this winter had caused grave 
unrest in Rumania. One report was 
that the pro-Nazi dictator, Gen. 
Ion Antonescu had been shorn of 
most of his power. 

The outcome of these potential 
revolt movements as well as of Jap- 
anese activities in the far east prob- 
ably will be decided by the success

TOKYO EXPECTS. 
NEW CABINET 


CRISIS. 


| Declared Pessimistic 
| Quilook For Improvement 
Of Relations With U. S. 


SHANGHAI (UP) — Informa- 
tion from usually reliable sources at 
Tokyo gave a pessimistic picture to- 
| day of attempts to relieve tension 
|between Japan and the United 
| States, and predicted an early cab- 
‘inet crisis in which Premier Prince 
'Fumimaro Konoye must face a 
| showdown. = 

These reports suggested that the 
crisis would come in about’ two 
weeks and that the Premier might 
again be forced to recognize his 
'cabinet if he has failed to make 


| favorable progress in exchanges with 


Washington. 


In this connection, the following 
view of the Pacific crisis was given 
by sources which have access to re- 
liable information: 


“The reeently hopeful attitude of 
some Japanese leaders toward rap- 
proachment with the United States 
has vanished and the outlook is now 
pessimistic. This is attributed 
chiefly to indications that the 
United States (and Britain) has no 
intention of making concessions. 


“Japanese army extremists have 
strongly resisted any so-called sur- 
render to the United States or Brit- 
ain and some have even threatened 
to take positive action in event any 
agreement is reached at the expense 
of the present Japanese position in 
the Far East.” 

Reliable Japanese sources said 
that Tokyo was continuing its ef- 
forts to negotiate with the Chiang 
Kai-Shek Government at 'Chung- 
king and that “favorable” peace 
terms would be offered, provided 
Chungking ceases its dependence on 
the United States, Britain and Rus- 
sia and would cooperate with Japan 
economically. 

Chiang Kai-Shek, however, ap- 
parently has shown no interest in

| LOTUS NEWS NOTES 
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We have been asked time and 
again when the post offices at Gra- 
nite Hill and Pilot Hill were estab- 


‘lished and now as we have just got- 


ten our information from the first 
assistant postmaster general at 
Washington. we will pass it along to 
our readers. The first office on the 
hill was established under the name 


| of Cold Springs, January 21, 1852, 


with John M. Goetschines as post- 
master. Charles W. Gilbert took of- 


fice July 3, 1856; John M. Goes- 
schines, Nov. 4, 1857; Samuel C. 
Dean, April 15, 1857, and Jonas 


Munson, June 15, 1869. 
The name was changed to Gran- 


j ite Hill, June 11, 1874, with William 


P. Vernon as postmaster. He held 


| the office until July 10, 1876 when 


Edward H. Evens took the office, 
and on January 15, 1877, Mrs. Louise 


; Veerkamp was appointed and on 


October 15, 1895, Adam Kesselring, 
winding up with Berthold Veer- 
kamp who served as postmaster un- 
til December 7, 1899 and on Feb. 
29, 1908 the office was discontinued 

Pilot Hill postoffice was estab- 
lished April 15, 1854, with Silas 
Hughes as postmaster. He served 
until May 15, 1855 when Alexander 
J. Bayley took the office until Aug. 
1, 1861. William K. Creque succeed- 
ed him and held it until June 15, 
1869 when he was succeeded by John 
S. Morton until June 9, 1870, Jo- 
seph A. Mender was appointed and 
held the office until March 6. 1886. 
Then A. J. Bayley took office again 
and held it until June 17, 1886 when 
he turned it over to Mrs. June Mc- 
Lagan who served until Sept. 20, 
1888. 

Sanford D. Diehl was appointed 
August 26, 1905, then George S. 
Malcolm took Diehl’s place and he 
was succeeded by Alexander Brady 
who was appointed Jan. 25, 1921, 
holing the office for nine years 
when on March 11, 1930, Richard 
Nance was appointed, who is now 
the postmaster of Pilot Hill Post- 
office. 

A question was asked in our last 
issue of The Mountain Democrat in 
“Around The House” with Ann 
Comfort, as to the Lotus Post Of- 
fice. Our records show that this of- 
fice was established Jan. 6, 1881 
with George W. Gallagar as post- 
master, 60 years ago last January. 
Our present postmaster now is Mrs. 
Lottie Galleher who was appointed 
November 3, 1925 Serving us and 
the public nearly 16 years. The lady 
is a good postmistress and is well 
liked by all. :
